Ou the 
com plaint of one of the losers bv tbe opera­ 
tions of Sherm an Bros. & Co., Manager S. 
F. Sherm an of the Associated Elevators 
ar.d E C. Loveridge, his assistant, were ar­ 
rested last night, charged with grand lar­ 
ceny. They rem ained in jail all night. 
It was nearly noon when the case of 
Stephen F. Sherm au was reached in the 
Police Court. Sherm an was arraigned on 
charge of grand larceny in the first degree, 
in having stolen and converted to his own 
use 2,270 bushels of wheat, to the value of 
$1,900, from the Lake Shore Elevating Com­ 
pany. 
H e pleaded not guiliy, and waived an 
exam ination. 
H e was then arraigned on a 
charge of having sold and delivered to un ­ 
known parties 2,270 bushels of wheat, for 
which warehouse receipts had been issued 
as depository, w ithout canceling such re­ 
ceipts. A third and fourth charge of a sim ­ 
ilar nature were also preferred. 
To all the charges the defendant pleaded 
not guilty, and waived an examination. 
H e was then formally held to answer and 
comm itted to jail in default of bail. 
It should be expiained that this action 
was taken owing to the fact that the Police 
Justices cannot take bail in cases where a 
penalty is over five years, except to hear at 
his own Court for further examination. 
1* rom an official source it was learned 
that .the total shortage at the different ele­ 
vators am ounts to $375,000. The value of 
the elevator stock recovered is $200,000, so 
that the loss to be m et by the elevator own­ 
ers is about $175,000. 
Loveridge was not arrsigned, but simply 
comm itted to jail.

T ahlkuuah (Ind. T ), August 13th.—For 
the last week the Cherokee Commission 
has been waiting for Chief Mays’ reply to 
the Government’s offer ot $1 25 per acre for 
the strip, but no answer has been returned. 
Chtef Mays and his Cabinet were in consul­ 
tation yesterday, and the reply is almost 
sure to-day. H is policy will be one of de­ 
lay. H e wifi say that nothing can result 
from farther negotiation now, and that the 
Constitution of the Cherokee Nation for­ 
bids the sale of any of tbe nation's land. 
He will also ask the Commission to make 
thi3 proposition more specific, so that when 
he and his Cabiuet bear it before the regu­ 
lar meeting of the Council next November 
there wifi be no misunderstanding. 
The 
refusal of Chief Mays to treat with the 
Commission any further is regarded with 
apprehension by some of tbe prom inent 
Cherokees. Complications are liable to rise 
on every hand when tbe Commission visits 
the other tribes. Tbe Cheyennes and Ara- 
paboes claim part of tbe strip and are eager 
for a visit from the Commission to present 
their claims. The Commission wifi proba­ 
bly leave here soon to visit the other tribes 
ot the Territory. The delay which Chief 
Mays has imposed may also induce Con- 
grees to take speedy measures and settle 
the wild tribe ou the strip according to the 
treaty of I860 made with the Cherokee 
Nation.

LIVING TH E l.IF E O F CH RIST. 


A Life th a t xvas D evoted to D oing Good 
to a ll C lasses. 
W ashington, August 13th.—The Depart­ 
m ent of State lias received from the Lega­ 
tion at Pekin, China, under date of July 
3d, an account of the death of.Rev. J. Cros- 
sett, an American missionary in China. 
H is career appears to have been a rem arka­ 
ble one, and characterized bv great self­ 
devotion. 
H e died on the steamer while 
en route from Shanghai to Tientsin, on the 
2lst of June last. 
H e leaves a widow liv­ 
ing at Schuylerviiie, N. Y. 
In speaking of Mr. Crossctt, Mr. Denby 
couples his nam e w ith that of Father 
llam een, the French missionary who lately 
died on the island of Molokai, aud says 
Croesett’s life was devoted to doing good to 
the poorest classes of China. 
He had charge of a winter refuge for the 
poor at Pekin during several winters. 
He 
would go out on the streets the coldest 
nights and pick up destitute beggars and 
convey them to the refuge, where he pro­ 
vided them with food. H e also buried 
them at his own expense. 
H o visited all 
persons, and oitea procured the privilege 
of removing the sick to his refuge. 
The officials had im plicit confidence in 
him , and allowed him to visit at pleasure 
all persons and charitable institutions. He 
was known by the Chinese as the “ Christ­ 
ian Buddha.” 
H e was attached to no organization of 
men, but was a missionary, pnre and sim ­ 
ple, devoted rather to chanty than to pros- 
elytism. 
H e literally took Christ as his example. 
H e traveled all over China and the East, 
and took no care for his expenses, as food 
and lodging were voluntarily furnished 
him . 
Inn keepers would take no pay from 
him . and private persons were glad to en­ 
tertain him . It nptst be said that his wauts 
were few. 
He wore Chinese dress, had no 
regular meals, drank only water, and lived 
on fruit, with a little rice or millet. 
He 
aimed at creating his ideal Christ into a re­ 
ality. H e wore long auburn hair, parted 
iu the middle, so as to resemble the pict­ 
ures of Christ. 
Charitable people furnished him money 
for his refuge,and he seemed to never want 
for funds. 
H e slept on a board, or on the 
floor. 
Even in his last hours, being a deck 
passenger, he refused to he transferred to 
the cabin, but the kindly Captain, some 
hours before, removed him to a berth, 
where he died, still speaking of going to 
heaven and eutreating the bystanders to 
love the Lord.

San F rancisco, August 13ib.—The sev­ 
enth annual State Viticultural Convention 
convened in State V iticultural H all this 
afternoon. 
Tbe attendance was rather 
light, but considerable interest was m ani­ 
fested in the proceedings. 
President Wet- 
more opened tbe Convention. 
He spoke of 
the stagnation cf the wine industry in the 
State and said there was no cause for being 
down in the mouth over the depression, 
for he was positive that it was not as bad as 
it was represented, and he believed that the 
m atter could be remedied if proper m eans 
were applied. 
Mr. DeTurk followed and devoted his 
rem arks to the low prices now received 
by the growers in tbe State for wine. 
He believed that the remedy was 
in 
the hands of the grower. There was not too 
much good wine produced iu the State, and 
never had been. 
But few growers carry 
old wines in their cellars. W ine as soon as 
it was made was put into the m arket. It was 
of poor quality in consequence, and buyers 
were induced to accept it at a low price. 
The speaker did not think the present out­ 
look was encouraging to growers, but they 
were almost wholly to blame 
or rushing 
poor wines into the m arket. 
Mr. W etmore said : "Five years ago Zin- 
fandel wine brought 30 cents a gallon. 
Now it cannot be sold for 7. 
Reissling, 35 
cents; now only 12. This is all caused 
by so m uch adulteration.” 
Mr. Mel, of 
Santa Cruz, says the retail dealers handle 
bad wine because the growers produce 
them and the consumers drink and pay for 
them.

HELD FOR GRAND LARCENY. 
Tlicfts That Amount t«> Nearly- H alf a 
Million Dollars. 
B u f f a l o , August I3th.—The grain short­ 
age case has taken a new turn. On the 
complaint of one of the losers by the opera­ 
tions of Sherman Bros, it Co., Manager S. 
F. Sherman of the Associated Elevators 
ar.d E C. Loveridge, his assistant, were ar­ 
rested last night, charged with grand lar­ 
ceny. They remained in jail all night. 
It was nearly noon when the case of 
Stephen F. Sherman was reached in the 
Police Court. Sherman was arraigned on 
charge of grand larceny in the first degree, 
in having stolen aud converted to his own 
use 2.270 bushels of wheat, to the value of 
$1,900, from the Lake Shore Elevating Com­ 
pany. 
He pleaded not guilty, and waived an 
examination. He was then arraigned on a 
charge ol having sold and delivered to un­ 
known parties 2,270 bushels of wheat, for 
which warehouse receipts had been issued 
as depository, without canceling such re­ 
ceipts. A third and fourth charge of a sim­ 
ilar nature were also preferred. 
To all the charges the defendant pleaded 
not guilty, and waived an examination. 
He was then formally held to answer and 
committed to jail in default of bail. 
It should be explained that this action 
was taken owing to the fact that the Police 
Justices cannot lake bail in cases where a 
penalty is over five years, except to hear at 
his own Court for further examination. 
From an official source it was learned 
that .the total shortage at the different ele­ 
vators amounts to $375,000. The value of 
the elevator stock recovered is $200,000, so 
that the loss to be met by the elevator own­ 
ers is about $175,000. 
Loveridge was not arraigned, but simply 
committed to jail. 
' 


THAT CHEROKEE STRIP. 
The Commissioners W aiting for a Reply 
from Chief Mays. 
T ah leq cah (Ind. T ), August 13th.—For 
the last week the Cherokee Commission 
has been waiting for Chief Mays’reply to 
the Government’s offer ot $1 25 per acre for 
the strip, but no answer has been returned. 
Chief Mays and his Cabinet were in consul­ 
tation yesterday, and the reply is almost 
sure to-day. His policy will be one of de­ 
lay. He will say that nothing can result 
from further negotiation now, and that the 
Constiiution of the Cherokee Nation for­ 
bids the sale of any of the nation’s land. 
He will also ask the Commission to make 
this proposition more specific, so thaT when 
he and his Cahiuet bear it before the regu­ 
lar meeting of the Council next November 
there will be no misunderstanding. The 
refusal of Chief Mays to treat with the 
Commission any further is regarded with 
apprehension by some of the prominent 
Cherokees. Complications are liable to rise 
on every hand when the Commission visits 
the other tribes. The Cheyennes and Ara- 
paboes claim part of the strip and are eager 
for a visit from the Commission to present 
their claims. The Commission will proba­ 
bly leave here soon to visit the other tribes 
of the Territory. The delay which Chief 
Mays h8s imposed may also induce Con­ 
gress to take speedy measures and settle 
the wild tribe on the strip according to the 
treaty of ISG0 made with the Cherokee 
Nation. 
MONTANA CONVENTION. 
All or the County Officers W ill Have to 
he R e-elected. 
H elen a (Mont.), August 13-h —TheCon- 
vention to-day finished Ihe consideration 
of the article on State institutions. Ii was 
placed on its final passage and adopted as a 
part of the Constitution. 
The Convention resolved itself into a 
Committee of the Whole to consider the ar­ 
ticle on ordinances. 
In the afternoon session of the Conven­ 
tion it passed n proposition bv which all 
the county officers v.ill have to he re­ 
elected. The vote was strictly partisan, as 
the Democrats hope to strengthen flieir 
State ticket with the c untv nominations. 
Luce, a Democrat, voted wiih the Repub­ 
licans. The vote was 33 to 30. 
Intense excitement prevailed in town 
after the result became public. Candidates 
have become numerous, since this re elects 
them for three years. The Convention is 
expected to adjourn by Saturday. 


HARRISON’S OUTING. 
He is Having a W arm Greeting Through­ 
out New England. 
B a r H a r b o r (Me ), August 13tb — Presi­ 
dent Harrison received a warm greeting on 
his arrival here to day, on his return to 
Ellsworth by the midday boat. He break­ 
fasted with Senator Hale ihis morning.

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LIVING THE LIFE OF CHRIST. 
A Life that was Devoted to Doiug Good 
to all CIhmsom. 
W a s h in g to n . August 13th.—The Depart­ 
ment of State has received from tbe Lega­ 
tion at Pekin, China, under date of July 
3d, an account of the death of.Rev. J. Cros­ 
sed, an American missionary in China. 
His career appears to have been a remarka­ 
ble one, and characterized by great self­ 
devotion. He died od the steamer while 
en route from Shanghai to Tientsin, on the 
21st of June last. He leaves a widow liv­ 
ing at Schuyierville, N. Y. 
In speaking of Mr. Crossed, Mr. Denby 
couples his name with that of Father 
Dameen, the French missionary who lately 
died on the island of Molokai, and says 
Crossett’s life was devoted to doing good to 
the poorest classes of China. 
He had charge of a winter refuge for the 
poor at Pekin during several winters. He 
would go out on the streets the coldest 
nights and pick up destitute beggars and 
convey them to the refuge, where he pro­ 
vided them with food, lie also buried 
them at bis own expense. He visited all 
persons, and often procured tbe privilege 
of removing the sick to his refuge. 
The officials had implicit confidence in 
him, and allowed him to visit at pleasure 
all persons aud charitable institutions. He 
was known by the Chinese as the “ Christ­ 
ian Buddha.” 
He was attached to no organization of 
men, but was a missionary, pare and sim­ 
ple, devoted rather to charity than to pros- 
elytism. 
He literally took Christ as his example. 
He traveled all over China and the East, 
and took no care for his expenses, as food 
and lodging were voluntarily furnished 
him. Inn keepers would take no pay from 
him, and private persons were glad to en­ 
tertain him. It must be said that his wauts 
were few. He wore Chinese dress, had no 
regular meals, drank only water, and lived 
on fruit, with a little rice or millet. He 
aimed at creating bis ideal Christ into a re­ 
ality. He wore long auburn hair, parted 
in the middle, so as to resemble the pict­ 
ures of Christ. 
Charitable people furnished him money 
for his refuge, and he seemed to never want 
for funds. He slept on a board, or on the 
floor. Even in his last houra, being a deck 
passenger, he refused to be transferred to 
the cabin, but the kindly Captain, some 
hours before, removed bint to a berth, 
where he died, still speaking of going to 
heaven and eutreating the bystanders to 
love the Lord. 


ELIXIR OF LIFE. 
Ex-Surgeon-General Hammond Makes a 
Number of Experiments. 
W a s h in g to n , August 13th.—Ex Surgeon- 
General Hammond yesterday made a num­ 
ber of experiments with the Brown-Se- 
quard elixtr of life. The first patient was 
a man 62 years old, with muscular rheu­ 
matism so bad in the left arm that it could 
not be lifted above his head. He has been 
taking injections qf theelixirfor two weeks, 
and now can use ids arm as well as ever. 
The next patient was a man of 63 years 
witb heart trouble. .His pulse seemed to 
skip every third beat. He has been tatting 
the elixir about a wees, and now his heart 
beats as it should with never a skip. The 
last patient was a man of 33 suffering from 
impotency and insomnia. He has been 
taking the treatment for a week and an­ 
nounces himself a great deal better.

GRAFE-GROYVERS. 
It is Said They Alone Are to Blam e for 
the Low Frice of YYine. 
S a n F ra n c is c o , August 13th.—The sev­ 
enth annual State Viticuhural Convention 
convened in State Viticnltural Hall this 
afternoon. 
Tbe attendance was rather 
light, but considerable interest was mani­ 
fested in the proceedings. President Wet- 
more opened tbe Convention. He spoke of 
the stagnation of the wine industry in the 
State and said there was no cause for being 
down in the mouth over the depression, 
for he was positive that it was not as bad as 
it was represented, and he believed tbat the 
matter could be remedied if proper means 
were applied. 
Mr. DeTurk followed and devoted his 
remarks to the low prices now received 
by the growers in tbe State for wine. 
He believed that the remedy was in 
the hands of the grower. There was not too 
much good wine produced iu the State, and 
never had been. But few glowers carry 
old wines in their cellars. Wine as soon as 
it was made was put into the market. It was 
of poor quality in consequence, and buyers 
were induced to accept it at a low price. 
The speaker did not think the present out­ 
look was encouraging to growers, but they 
were almost wholly to blame ** or rushing 
poor wines into the market. 
Mr. Wetmore said : “Five years ago Zin- 
fandel wine brought 30 cents a gallon. 
Now it cannot be sold for 7. Reissling, 35 
cents; now only 12. This is all caused 
bv so much adulteration.” Mr. Mel, of 
Santa Cruz, says the retail dealers handle 
bad wine because the growers produce 
them and the consumers drink and pay for 
them. 
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THE CHINESE TRANSIT QUESTION. 


The consideration of the new question 
of the transit of Chinese across the terri­ 
tory of the United States of necessity car­ 
ries us back to the passage of the Scott 
Exclusion Act. 
It is wholly unnecessary, 
however, to recall the legislation upon the 
Chinese question prior to that, since the 
A ct in view is the most emphatic legis­ 
lative expression made by the National 
Legislature, and its constitutionality hav­ 
ing been affirmed by the Supreme Court 
of the nation, it has practically settled the 
whole question of the limitation of Chi­ 
nese immigration and made exclusion the 
•ettled policy of the United States Gov- 
•ernment. 
It must be kept in mind that the later 
treaties between China and the United 
States recognize the right of either na­ 
tion to regulate the incoming of the peo­ 
ple of the other in degree, and all the 
treaties, and the rulings under them, have 
uniformly conceden me right of the peo­ 
ple of either country to travel in the juris­ 
diction of the other, subject to such local 
res trie. .,..s and regulations 
as 
either 
might adopt. 
In pursuance of the spirit 
of such treaty agreements the United 
States has always been more liberal than 
< he Government of the Empire of China. 
isor, when the differing civilizations and 
traditions of the two countries are taken 
into consideration, is it very surprising 
that China has adhered to an exclusive 
policy and has granted but meager privi­ 
leges of travel to our citizens within the 
Empire. 
But the American policy on 
this question never has been fashioned 
after the customs of foreign nations, for 
there is no country on the fat;e of the 
globe where the stranger is accorded such 
perfect liberty of movement as is guaran­ 
teed in the United States, a fact that has 
been our uniform boast. 
It is well known to all that passage of 
the Scott Exclusion bill was action that 
m ight have been taken by the United 
States Government at any lime prior. The 
affirmation of the right to pxss the act, in 
the face of treaty obligations, establishes 
this truth. The bill, ora similarone, one of 
equal rigor, might have !>een made the law 
of the land at any time, for the Supreme 
Court has said it in so many words. The 
E w ord-U nion was one of the agc-ncies 
that was tireless for many years in labor­ 
ing for the restriction of Chinese immigra­ 
tion, and it has no reason to regret its 
activity in that respect. 
Its record on the 
Chinese question is 
unmistakable, and 
has uniformly been that of active friend­ 
ship for the cause of Caucasian labor, 
against the assaults of Chinese cheap labor. 
W e arc therefore entitled to speak with 
freedom u|>cn this question of the transit 
of Chinese across American territory. 
As we have said, the Scott Act settling 
the Chinese immigration question might 
have hem passeu within the legitimate 
fiowers of the legislative arm of the Govern­ 
ment ?t any time theretofore, but it re­ 
mained for the fear of party advantage to 
seize upon the question and rush through 
a hill with demagogic haste, that should 
have l>cen enacted into law years ago, and 
for which the people of the Pacific coast 
had long petitioned. The administration 
party under President Cleveland thought 
it 
saw the opjiortunity to 
save the 
Pacific Stales to the Democracy by the 
passage of the measure, and the Republi­ 
cans in Congress, not to be outdone in 
securing lampaign 
advantages, supple­ 
mented the action. 
Now the question being settled as to the 
residence of Chinese in the country, and 
<he inhibition ef new immigration being 
Ih e established policy of the nation, the 
Chinese question proper is taken out of 
the field of politics, and cannot be pro­ 
jected into it again until some attempt is 
made to recede from that policy. The 
question of the passage of the Chinese 
through the country is not, therefore, re­ 
lated to the old Chinese question, except 
eo far as it involves the ris k of passengers 
in transit escaping into the country to be­ 
come residents. 
But we do not look upon 
that liability as great, nor probable. 
In­ 
deed, we are convinced, after a careful ex­ 
amination of the whole matter, that there 
has been great exaggeration of the fear 
that the transit of Chinese might work the 
•destruction of the exclusion policy. The 
fact is, if there is to be anvthing gained by 
■transporting Chinese passengers, the car­ 
riers of the country ought to reap the ad­ 
vantage, which in turn is shared by all in­ 
dustries' 
Gne of the constant arguments advanced 
against the Chinese as resideuts has been 
th a t they shipped the money results of 
th eir labor back to China ; that they left 
nothing of their earnings in the country. 
If now they choose to travel by our routes, 
th ey must drop some money in 
the 
vountry in compensation for that which for 
thirty years and more they have been 
shipping away. 
The opportunity to profit 
.to that extent should not, without a 
tii ught, be rejected aud made over to 
rival and foreign carrirrs. 
In passing 
sbrut the world the Chinese will take the 
.shoretst and 
route* and the mas', ecu 
ii. mic, ..nd for a great part of the travel 


the American routes are for these reasons 
the most inviting to them. 
In the name 
of common economy, then, why should we 
not do the business of transporting “ the 
heathen,” that the Mexican and British 
lines will seize upon if we permit it ? 
Absolutely there will be a great deal 
less liability of infringement and evasion 
of the Restriction Act, under American 
carriage, than if the business is done by 
foreign lines. The foreign carrier will not 
lie interested in seeing to it that the pas­ 
sengers resliip and pass out of the country. 
They can allow them to leave along their 
roads with impunity, and thus afford them 
opportunity to slip over the borders of 
the country on the south and on the north 
along boundary lines some thousands of 
miles in extent. The American carriers! 
on the contrary, are interested in seeing 
the reshipmeut carried out, for the reason 
that they are well aware that the use of 
the transi t privilege to evade the Restric­ 
tion Act would eventually lead to the de­ 
struction of the business of carrying these 
passengers at all. 
W hile the reshipment of all such transit 
passengers may, therefore, be safely left to 
the self-interest of the carriers, we believe 
that the Government can and will adopt 
such regulations, if present ones prove in­ 
sufficient, to make certainty of the deport­ 
ation of the transit Chinese. It being set­ 
tled that these aliens have the right to 
pass through the country as have ether 
foreigners, it becomes the duty, and it is 
easily possible for the Government to pre­ 
vent evasion of the provisions of the Re­ 
striction Act. We cannot afford to con­ 
fess incapacity in this matter, nor will 
there be any occasion to do so. The con­ 
joint efforts of the Government and the 
carriers will insure us against any invasion 
of the spirit or the letter of the exclusion 
law. Three weeks ago, when the matter 
was first discussed, eve expressed the be­ 
lief that we had little or nothing to fear 
from evasion of the law through the 
agency of transit business, and we have 
heard no argument since that has led us 
to think differently. W e should not take 
counsel from our fears in this matter, nor 
close our eyes to the fact that we can better 
protect ourselves against evasion of the 
law if we control the transit of such Chi­ 
nese as choose American lines of travel 
between the Orient and the countries east 
and south from our Atlantic shores. 


T h e proposition of President Luhrs, of 
the I mprovement Association, to begin the 
agitation of a scheme for the paving of a 
driveway of five or six miles out of the 
city, is a commendable one. Tbe drive­ 
way is needed ; there is money in its con­ 
struction, since it will greatly enhance the 
value of all property along its course. 
It 
is needed, because for a large part of the 
year there is no road leading out of the 
city that can be easily traversed, and driv­ 
ing is then out of the question except as a 
matter of necessity. This fact affects all 
the trades and business related to the care 
of vehicles, or of houses, and deprives a 
great many people of greatly needed re­ 
creation, for driving and horseback riding 
to many are essential exercises. Good roads, 
moreover, help the business of a town or 
city immensely. A town with only poor 
roads leading into the surrounding coun­ 
try might as well be walled in impassably 
in the rainy season. Trade is driven off 
over rail lines to other markets, and the 
farmer is kept at arm’s length from the 
buyer of his produce and the supplier of 
his wants. W here he would, over good 
roads, come to the city or town nearest to 
him frequently, under a system of bad 
roads he is inclined to make his visits few 
and very far between, and to allow his 
necessities to accumulate sufficiently to 
justify going to the larger though more 
distant market. The proposed driveway 
would stimulate the construction of better 
roads generally, and it would therefore lie 
an influence in the direction of general 
good throughout the county. 


SOAD AGENTS AGAIN. 
Hold A tte m p t o f H ig h w a y m e n to Bob a 
M an Near W o o d la n d .

He had not rnsde 
more than two or three springs, however, 
before one of the men shot, and Lowe felt 
the stinging of a bnliet as it flew past his 
ear.

Lowe drove on to Brown's Corners, where 
he found Frank Barnes. He told him if 
he would let him have a pistol he would 
go bick and 3ee if he could find the men. 
Dimes told him he would go back with 
him, and together they came back to the 
scene of the encounter, but no signs of the 
men could be f >ur:d. They then came on 
to town ar.d notified the officers, and the 
town was searched, but no one was found 
who could be identified as tbe men. Liwe 
says be could not swear to the men any­ 
how. as it was rather dark ahd he was 
slightly excited at the time.

L iv e r p o o l , August 13th.—Mr. Brierly,

not in but between the lines. The curious 
facts and the strange motives which under­ 
lie this case from beginning to end are 
something amsziDg, and the half has not 
been told. One thing is certain, however, 
and that is that if Mrs. Maybrick is ex­ 
ecuted she will have been done to death by 
women. “I am." says a correspondent, 
"in possession of certain facts which throw 
a very peculiar side-light on Brierly’s state­ 
ment, that the domestic quarrel which 
followed the Grand National meeting was 
caused by a woman. That woman was her­ 
self in love with Brierly, and it was she 
who thought Maybrick made the trouble. 
She was a near relative of a woman who 
constituted a leadiug witness.” 
The petition circulated in Liverpool in 
behalf of Mrs. Maybrick ha3 received 100,­ 
000 signatures. 
Mrs. Maybrick seems to have given up 
all hope, notwithstanding the great efforts 
made in her behalf. She moans and weeps 
incessantly in her cell, and calls piteously 
for her children. She warmly welcomes 
the Prison Chaplain, who frequently visits 
her, but weaps all the time he is with her. 


L o n d o n , August I3th.—A meeting to con­ 
sider the case of Mrs. Maybrick was held at 
Cannon street Hotel to-day. A resolution 
was adopted to petition the Home Secre­ 
tary for a remission of her sentence.

B O U L A N G E R ’S T R IA L .

P a r is, August 13th.—Tne Court this after­ 
noon touud General Boulanger guilty of 
conspiracy. 
The State Council has annulled the elec­ 
tions in twelve cantons in which Boulanger 
was elected to the Counciis-General, on the 
ground that the General was not legally 
eligible to the position. 
Boulanger has written a letter in which 
he states that hegavesum sof money which 
he is accused of embezzling to the chief 
clerk in the War Office, to be used for the 
relief of widows and orphans of soldiers. 
Five lodgers in the house of Madame 
Pourpres, the former mistress of Boulan­ 
ger, have sworn that the General wa3 in 
Paris on July 15, 1887, the date on which 
it is alleged he visited the city in disguise. 
P a ris, August 13th.—Upon the opening 
of the Senate Court to-day the members of 
the Right declined to take further part in 
the proceedings in the case of General 
Boulanger. The Court discussed at length 
its course of proceedure and its compe­ 
tency to try General Boulanger. It was 
finally decided by a vote of 201 to 7, that 
the Court was competent to try General 
Boulanger on all the counts of the indict­ 
ment. Two Senators refrained from voting. 
The Court, by 208 votes, found General 
Boulanger guilty of conspiracy. Six Sena­ 
tors did pot vole. The Court found Count 
Dillon and M. Rochefort guilty of complic­ 
ity in the pk>t. It also dtcliiejl by a vote of 
198 to 10 that Boulanger was guilty of a 
treasonable attempt against the State in 
connection with the license department in­ 
cident. 


F R A N C IS JO S E P H . 


T h e E iu p e ro r o f A u s tria R e c e iv e s a n O v a­ 
tio n a t B e rlin . 
B e r l in , August 13th.—The Emperor of 
Austria arrived last evening, and was met 
by Emperor William, PriDce Henry and 
Prince Bismarck. The party drove to the 
castle. Troops were stationed along the 
route, and the houses were decorated. 
Large crowds lined the streets. The meet­ 
ing between the two Emperors was cordial. 
Francis Joseph shook hands with Bis­ 
marck. The Austrian Emperor was wel­ 
comed by Empress Augusta and ex-Empress 
Frederick at the palace. The Reich San- 
zeiger in a promiuent article welcomes 
Emperor Francis Joseph as a friend and 
ally. All the evening papers have similar 
articles. 
The weather is superb, and the military, 
civic and decorative display is extremely 
brilliant. The whole arniy corps of the 
Imperial Guard paraded in' review before 
the Austrian Kaiser under command of 
Emperor WiUiarn. who first led the entire 
corps of the viuard. The Emperor after­ 
ward took command of the First Regiment 
of the Guard and led them past the Im ­ 
perial visitor, who then headed the regi­ 
ment bearing his name and marched it 
past the Emperor. The Emperor appeared 
on horseback, and was vociferously cheered. 
B erlin , August 13th —A b a n q u e t was 
g iv en at Schloss this eveD ing to th e Em ­ 
peror of Austria. 
Emperor William, of 
Germany, in a toast, warmly we’eomed the 
Austrian Emperor a n d said: ‘‘My people, 
like th e army, will hold firmly and faith­ 
fully to the a llia n c e which we have con­ 
cluded. 
The army knows that for the 
maintenance of peace it will have to join 
the g a lla n t army of Austria, and if Provi­ 
d en ce so decrees, thev will fight together 
shoulder to shoulder.” 
Emperor Francis Joseph returned thanks 
for the brilliant reception accorded him.

HEALTH TOPICS. 


V a lu a b le H in ts T h ro w n O u t b y th e S ta te 
B o a rd o f H e a lth . 
Dr. G. G. Tyrrell, Secretary of the State 
Board of Health, in his report for the 
month of July, says : 
Reports of mortality received from 100 
cities and towDs, wilh an estimated popu­ 
lation of 803,550, give the number of deaths 
as 897, which is a percentage of 1 11 per 
1,000 in the moDtb, or an annual mortality 
of 13 32, which is the smallest death rate 
yet recorded in the year. It indicates an 
entire absence of epidemic disease of a 
fatal character, and a general condition of 
healthfulness throughout the State, which 
speaks louder than words. Consumption, 
which enters so largely into our mortality 
returns, was fatal in 129 cases, which is be­ 
low the monthly average. 
Diphtheria is credited with 15 deaths, 
which is a decrease of 11 from last month’s 
mortality, and diarrhoit and dysentery 
were the’ cause of 16 deaths, which is a de­ 
cided decrease from the June repcrt. Chol­ 
era infantum was iatal in 23 instances, 
which shows an increasing frequency in 
the disease. Typhoid fever is reported to 
have been the cause of 29 deaths, which is 
a slight decrease from last report. Heart 
disease was fatal in 84 instances during the 
month of July, which is a large increase 
from this cause. 
Alcoholism was the cause of death in 
19 cases. 
Reports 
received from 120 localities 
throughout the State indicate a remarkable 
absence of zymotic diseases. All observers 
agree that a general mildness of type char­ 
acterized the sickness which had come 
under their notice, which will, perhaps, in 
a measure account for the limited mortal­ 
ity recorded during the month. As might 
be expected, the most prevalent of all dis­ 
orders of the system were those afiecting 
the stomach and bowels, and this was par­ 
ticularly noticed during and after the very 
warm days that were experienced in the 
earlier and latter part of the month. 
Small-pox was not reported from anv lo­ 
cality during the month. We have, there­ 
fore, come to the reasonable conclusion 
that the disease is now entirely absent from 
the State for the first time in over two 
years. This iact should now be taken ad­ 
vantage of by urging immediate vaccina­ 
tion of all nnvaccinated persons, so that if 
the disease is again imported into the State 
it will find no pabulum apon which to 
feed, and will die for want of sustenance. 
By thorough vaccination tin re neel not be 
another case ot small pox in California. It 
is to be hoped that the new law upon vacci­ 
nation will tend toward this desirable end, 
and. by protecting our children, lessen the 
chances of any severe epidemic, even if 
again attacked by the insidious foe. 
As this is the season of the year when 
typhoid fever is most likely to prevail, and 
thereby increase the chances of the con­ 
tamination of our drinking water, and as it 
is also at this time that visitors leave the 
warm valleys to seek health and recreation 
at the various mountain and seaside re­ 
sorts, we cannot too earnestly advise such 
sojourners to criticise keenly the sanitary 
surroundings of the place in which they 
propose to spend their summer holiday; 
examine the outhouses and privies, see 
where the sewage is con veyed and deposited, 
note the proximity of the closets to the 
well, and if the well is a dug one, and 
within three hundred feet of the sewer, 
cesspool or privy, do not drink the water 
from such well, except you know it to be 
boiled. In short, avoid all summer resorts 
where cleanliness and sanitation is not the 
rule, where every outhouse, privy and cess­ 
pool is not deodorized and disinfected as 
regularly as the week comes round. W ith­ 
out this danger is ever present, and we 
firmly believe that more typhoid lever is 
contracted in these insalubrious country 
houses, whose portals we seek for health, 
than the public is aware of. Tbe frequent 
proximity of cow yards, hen roosts, stables, 
and even pig pens, make the surrounding 
atmosphere anything but salubrious. It is, 
therefore, an act of prudence to study the 
sanitary surroundings of a pleasure resort 
bef re incurring the exposure, and perhaps 
fatai danger, which insanitary conditions 
always present. 
Remittent and intermittent levers were 
quite prevalent along the river bottoms, 
which is to be expected at this season of the 
year. 
The appearance of cerebral fever in differ­ 
ent sections of the ¡Slate would seem tocoa- 
firm the opinion of late observers that the 
infectuous germ is preserved in the soil, 
and thence passed into the atmosphere, as 
it is now known that epidemics oi this dis­ 
ease may appear at any season independ­ 
ent of local temperature; and as drying 
does not destroy the vitality of the disease 
germ, it may explain those cases of the 
disease which seem to spread by wav of the 
air.

ABLE TO INTRODUCE. 


Som e Farther suggestions R egarding 
Pheasants, Q uails and Other 
Gam e Birds. 


Space is cheerful!}’ given to the following 
communication on the above subject. It 
is one which cannot be too thoroughly in­ 
vestigated, and all who can throw any light 
thereon should do so, as the question is full 
of importance to the sportsmen of the State 
as well as to all citizens who delight to see 
our fields and forests filled with a great 
variety of birds of both game and singing 
species: 
Eds. R ecoed Union: I notice in yotir Issue of 
this morniDg an article headed "Japanese 
Pheasants, ' in connection with the announced 
purpose ol the State Board of Fish Commission­ 
ers to inaugurate action at their meeting 
to day in San Francisco, looking to the importa­ 
tion into this ttate of various game birds, in­ 
cluding pheasants. I had something to do In 
the preparation of the bill which became a law. 
and which imposes upon the State Board of 
Fish Commissioners the duty of stocking this 
State with the well-known fine game birds now 
existing in this State; and 1 note with satisfac­ 
tion the valuable suggestion in your paper, 
as to the unadvisabiiity of importing the Japan­ 
ese pheasant, for the reason that in Oregon 
they drive off other birds, and especially quails. 
This is an important m a:tei for sportsmen to 
know, and I have no doubt that the Board of Fish 
Commissioners will note well the information it 
conveys. 1 feel sure that like suggestions from 
any persons touching the desirabidty or unde­ 
sirability of importing any other game birds 
will receive due appreciation. 
Sportsmen 
everywhere will hail with delight the fact that 
the Legislature has appropriated 82,000 to be 
used in defraying the expenses of importing 
game birds into the State for p'opsgation, 
and has also provided a penalty for their de­ 
struction. And all good citizens will do what 
they may to aid the enforcement of this law.

It roust not be understood that the R ec- 
ord-U nion looks with the slightest disfavor 
upon the introduction of the Japanese 
pheasants. It merely advises caution in the 
matter. The passage of the bill empower­ 
ing the State ¿¡card of Fish Commissioners 
to expend $2,000. or as much thereof as 
may be found necessary, in the importation 
of game birds and fishes from other States 
and countries, was one of the wisest acts 
of the last Legislature. It should have 
been doDe years ago, and our hills and val­ 
leys should long since have been made mu­ 
sical by the notes of the "Bob White” and 
the drumming of the grouse. There is no 
reason why the broad stubble-fields of our 
valleys should not harbor millions of prai­ 
rie chickens, nor our woods and forests af­ 
ford excellent wild-lurkey shooting. The 
chief tiouble experienced heretofore in the 
few efforts made to introduce Eastern quails 
and prairie chickens has been that the ex­ 
periments were made by private individu­ 
als and on a small scale. A dozen or two 
of quails have been put out, but they soon 
became scattered and probably merged 
with the native birds, or were killed off bv 
the country lads. 
Some years ago a gentleman in Napa 
turned loose a dozen or so of Bob Whites, 
but for some reason they did not remain on 
his place. A few weeks later some of them 
were seen several miles west of there, and 
later on they showed up in the oichards of 
the Bassford brothers near Vacaville, m ov­ 
ing eastward ail the time. That was the 
last seen of them , but the following season 
the son of State Fish Commissioner Rou- 
tier shot a quail on the home place on the 
American river, between here and Folsom, 
that was certainly a cross between a Bob 
W hite and a valley quail of the native 
species. It was more brown than blue, 
and had m any other marks peculiar to the 
Eastern bird. Hence, there is reason to be­ 
lieve that the few birds brought here from 
the East have bred with the natives and 
long since lost their identity. 
Everybody who has hunted the Eastern 
quail admits that they afford better shoot­ 
ing than our native birds, and it is to be 
hoped ^ a t the Commissioners may see 
their way to make an experiment on an 
extended scale. Then, too, in putting out 
these birds they should not be scattered 
among too many localities, but if possible 
hundieds should be turned loose together, 
so they can be watched and the results 
carefully noted. No better place could be 
selected than along the American river. 
The birds would have plenty of water at 
all seasons, and the thickets of wild rose­ 
bushes, wild grapevines and chaparrel that 
line the river’s banks would afford the 
safest of hiding-places for them. The 
ranches and orchards along the river are 
comparatively free from skunks, ’coons and 
other enemies of the quail, and the farmers 
would doubtless carefully uphold any law 
that might be passed to secure protection 
from pot-hunters—a thing that every true 
and high-minded sportsman would also do. 
If possible, the Commissioners should 
act likewise as regards grouse, or prairie 
chickens. These are noble game birds, 
and are being rapidly exterminated in the 
Western States. They are still plentiful, 
however, in Nebraska, northern Texas and 
other sparsely settled States, and there is 
no doubt tha: any desired number can be 
procured readily enough. A few hundred 
dollars should be sufficient to seenre the 
importation of thousands of these birds. 
As tor the Japanese pheasants, all the in­ 
formation necessary concerning them can 
be readily had by inquiries directed to in­ 
telligent sportsm en and farmers of the 
W illamette valley, Oregon, where the birds 
have become very numerous. Some letters 
received from these state tas mentioned in 
these colum ns yesterday) that the pheas­ 
ants ate the natural enemies of the quails 
and kill or drive them from their native 
haunts. O thers say they do not afford 
good shooting, w hile others still speak 
highly of them as a game bird. But, as it 
will not require more than a few weeks in 
which to get reliable information on the 
subject, it-would be well for the Commis­ 
sioners to itqaire into the matter. 
Another ming the Board should en­ 
deavor to do, and tbat is. introduce some 
ol the choice s mg birds of the Eastern 
States. Our native bird families do not 
include many of the warbling species, and 
if the latter can be successfully introduced 
they would vive great pleasure to all classes 
of people. The great mountain chains that 
divide this continent from north to south, 
with their perpetual belts of snow, as well 
as the great deserts to the sontheast of us, 
have proved Insurmountable barriers to tbe 
migration of both song and game birds; but 
there is no nason to suppose that any or all 
of the species would not thrive and multi­ 
ply in the "glorious climate” of California.

STRUCK FOR HOME. 
Two Jnrors D elay the Trial o f the Ed­ 
wards Burglary Case. 
The case of Frank Edwards was on trial 
yesterday in Judge Armstrong’s Court, and 
the taking of evidence was completed 
about 4 o’clock e. m. District Attorney 
Bruner then suggested to the Court that a 
brief recess might be acceptable to the 
jury before the arguments were com­ 
menced, and the Court ordered au inter­ 
mission of ten minutes. The usual in­ 
structions were given to the jurymen, and 
they filed out of the Courtroom." 
When the Court was reconvened it was 
discovered that twcr of the jurymen had 
not materialized. The Judge was taken 
aback somewhat when several minutes had 
elapsed and they did not put in an appear­ 
ance, and Under-Sheriff Coons was in­ 
structed to go and run them down, if pos­ 
sible. The officer procured a hack, and 
after a long and tedious search corraled the 
truant jurors, and got them back to the 
Courtroom just as the Judge had adjourned 
Court till 10 o'clock this morning. The 
jurymen explained their conduct by stating 
that they had understood the Judge to 
order a recess until this morniDg. 
This little episode enables “the evening 
paper published on the western confines of 
civilization” to “scoop” the morning daily 
in the matter of first announcing the re­ 
sult of the trial, but there is no help for it. 
The cbarge upon which Edwards is be­ 
ing tried is the burglarizing of the Chinese 
store on K street, between Sixth and Sev­ 
enth, some five months ago, when about a 
dozen watches were stolen. Some of the 
stolen articles were found by special officer 
Robert Dunlevy in the possession of a per­ 
son at Fourth and L streets, to whom they 
had been sold. The officer got a descrip­ 
tion of the men who sold the articles, and 
meeting them (Frank Edwards and a sup­ 
posed pal, named Locke) on K street, near 
the Lalayette Saloon, undertook to arrest 
them. They knocked the officer down 
and ran—Edwards up the street and Locke 
through the saloon end into the alley. 
Officers Lowell and Arlington started after 
them and finally captured both. Edwards 
was afterward tried for burglary, but the 
jury disagreed. The cbarge made against 
Locke was interfering with an officer. 
Going at It in the R ight W ay. 
The Board of Trustees of the new Sacra­ 
mento Athletic Club held a meeting last 
evening, and accomplished considerable in 
the way of making plans for fitting out a 
first-class gymnasium for the club at the 
old pavilion on Sixth and M streets. A 
Building Committee was appointed, whose 
duty it will be to go ahead immediately 
with tho improvements. Plans for baths, 
showers, dressiDg-rooms, pallors, etc , were 
discussed at length. The meeting was full 
of enthusiasm, and the officers demon­ 
strated that they possess tbe proper busi­ 
ness abilities for putting the place in first- 
class condition without g-.ing outside of the 
club's funds. It was the unanimous opinion 
that the gymnasium will be rtadv for the 
members to begin practice by the first of 
September. A meeting of the whole club 
will be held this evening, when the Board 
will report progress.

Captains wiil aiso be elected, and other 
business of importance transacted. 


Sergeant lla m ic k Knocks the Therm om ­ 
eter Out in One Round. 
Signal Observer Barwiek writes as follows 
concerning Sacramento's claim to being 
the coolest place in the Sacramento valley ; 
Ene. R ecord Union : Onr people claim 
that the climate of Sacramento is cooler in 
summer, and that we have less days in the 
spring, summer or fall on which the tem­ 
perature rises above 90° than anywhere to 
the north or south of the Capital City. The 
Signal Service records for 1888 show that 
during that year there were 83 days ia Red 
Bluff with a temperature above 90°, the 
highest being 109°. Fresno had 111 days 
with a temperature above 90°, the highest 
being IIIo. Now please note particularly 
the record of our own city, which is as fol­ 
lows : Days above 90°, 58; the highest be­ 
ing 108°. ’This shows that we bad 30 days, 
or nearly one month less than Red Bluff, 
and 53 days less than Fresno on which the 
tempeiatu e rose above 90°. 
The season of 1883, in Sacramento, gave 
more days with a temperature above 90° 
than has ever been recorded in a signal 
service record of eleven years. It was not 
the hottest, neither was it ths one that 
gave the greatest number of days with a 
maximum temperature above 90° at Red 
Bluff. Tbe year of 1887 takes tbe lead at 
tbat city, having 99 days with a tempera­ 
ture above 90°. the highest being 112°. 
The following comparison between Red 
Bluff and Sacramento will hear transplant­ 
ing to other climes than our own. The 
first figures represent Red Bluff and 
the second Sacramento, and the third 
figure (where one is given) represents 
Fresno: 
At Red Bluff, days above 90°. for 1878, 
93: Sacramento, 35; 1875). 84—48; 1880.71 — 
16; 1881,59-18; 1882. 60- 43: 1883,91—45; 
1884, 53 -22; 1885, 77—49; 1886, 89 -45; 
1887, 9 9 -« : 18S8, 88 -58—111. Highest 
temperature (first figures for Red Bluff and 
second for Sacramento): 1878, 110°—100°; 
1879.110—103; 1880, 108-5»; 1881. 103-99; 
1882 105—100; 1883, 107—104: 1884, 107— 
100; 1885, 109-105; 1886. 109—105; 1887, 
112—100; 1888. 109—108; Fresno, 111°. 
The above record of twelve year3 be­ 
tween Red Bluff and Sacramento, and one 
year between Fresno and the Capital City, 
confirms the theory advanced by tho late 
lamented B. B. Redding—that Sacramento 
was the coolest place in tbe Sacramento 
valley, and that the temperature increased 
in going fioro Sacramento north, east or 
south, hut decreased in going west. I have 
tried my level-best to bring Sacramento

Walter C. Weedon, Secretary of the In­ 
terstate Galloway Cattle Company, yester­ 
day received a letter from Honolulu statiDg 
that the twenty-two head of Galloway cat 
tie shipped from Sacramento not loDg since 
had arrived ssfelv. The cattle are already 
being distributed throughout the islands, 
and future shipments are likely to follow. 
The one referred to was the largest hunch 
of these cattle yet sent out of the United 
States.

The highest and lowest Signal Service 
temperatures yesterday were 100° and 60°, 
with light to gentlp northerly winds the 
greater portion of the day. 
The highest and lowest on the same date 
last year were 102° and 62°. showing that 
yesterday was 2° cooler during the day and 
2° cooler at night than were the tempera­ 
tures one year ago. 
The highest and lowest one year ago to­ 
day were 98° and 61°.

An occasional correspondent sends the 
following from Bartiett SpriDgs, under date 
of August 10th : 
This is truly a Sacramento resort. Sac­ 
ramento people arrive every day. About 
forty are now residents here. Among the 
late arrivals are James Woodbnrn, the 
well-known Honor merchant, and his wife 
and son; G. W. Locke and wife, Robert 
Williamson, W. H. Young, Mrs. John 
Batcher, Mrs. Captain Dwyer, Miss Deit- 
rich, Tom Rooning, Owen Farrell, and 
others. 
’Tis quite the proper thing to go np the 
hill after supper and partake of soda or 
iron water. On the way to the iron springs 
“Lover’s Leap” is passed. It is occupied 
by some fair young couple, and of course 
’tis not right to disturb them in their tete- 
a-tete. 
The stage arrives about 10 p. m., and the 
regular guests all form a gauntlet. One 
has to go right ahead and be viewed by the 
crowd. Very often friends of some of the 
guests arrive, and it is amusing to see the 
fond and loving embraces and other signs 
of affection. 
Society seems to be all agog over a com­ 
ing pugilistic contest between two waiters 
here, and the only hitch now seems to be 
the lack of a large enough purse. The 
ground has been selected and all the neces­ 
sary arrangements made. 
A dance was given at Newtown (an ad­ 
dition to Bartlett) last night, good music 
was furnished under the leadership of Pro­ 
fessor Berliner of Sacramento, a large 
crowd attended, and all had a good time. 
This evening the famous Beach family 
give an entertainment. It is a specialty 
troupe and very good, so the critics say. 
Rumor has it that a well-known citizen 
of Sacramento was accosted by the wash 
Chinaman the other day as follows: 
“H ello! Mr. W 
, you payee me 
thirty cents you owee me flor four year. 
Yon no pay when you go away four year 
ago. You sabbe? Me wantee pay now or 
no more washee. You pletty smart; me 
sabbe you, bet vou lifee.” 
The gentleman, amid the guying of his 
friends, bad to pay the bill ot four years’ 
standing. His friends now say if they 
were in his place they "wood burn” that 
Chinaman alive. 
The writer took a ride to Clear Lake yes­ 
terday over the new road that is being rap­ 
idly pushed to the springs. A large force 
of Indians are at work digging, blasting, 
etc., and by the 20th of this month one can 
go by rail to Clear Lake, then take a 
steamer aud cross the lake—an eight miles’ 
ride—then take the stage, twelve miles, 
over a fine new road to Bartlett’s. The 
boat on the lake is furnished in style, and 
for speed, comfort and safety is A No. 1. 
A large sawmill is to be constructed abont 
four miles from here; then the erection of 
a fine large hotel will be commenced ; then 
cabins will be put up in countless numbers, 
avenues laid out, water piped to every 
cabin, and other necessary improvements. 
A street car line is then to be established 
between Bartlett’s and Newtown,adistance 
of half a mile, which will be free to guests. 
Sheriff' Harkey of Sutter county is here, 
and is one of the most popular guests. He 
and Add Hinkson accompanied a party of 
ladies and gents to Soap Creek on a sight­ 
seeing trip yesterday, and during the after­ 
noon, while the party were joking and having 
a good time, Mr. Harkey succeeded in get­ 
ting into serious trouble with one of tbe 
ladies. He accidentally locked his hand­ 
cuffs on her wrists, and he had left the key 
in his room. Here was a pretty mess, Tbe 
sheriff apologized, but to no avail. The 
lady had to ride home a prisoner, and 
vowed she would avenge herself on the 
Sheriff.

After looking abcut for awhile 
he suggested to one of Allen’s guests that 
they play poker. He agreed to the propo­ 
sition, so they sought a quiet nook and the 
game began. Ere long our Bartlett young 
man had lost his spare change, and he sug­ 
gested that they play for the shoes they 
wore. Agreed again, and at it they went, 
our young man losing, of course. He had 
to give up his patent leathers. Oh, horrors I 
Three miles from home, and no shoes! He 
had to walk all the way. He was met by 
some friends, who guyed him most un­ 
mercifully, but he arrived at the springs a 
wiser and sadder man. All one has to say 
now is “shoes,” and he wants to annihi­ 
late him. 
A match game of baseball was played 
here to-day between the Glenns and Man 
leys. Some brilliant errors were made on 
both sides, likewise some good plays. The 
featnres of the game were the coaching of 
l’ete Ringer, whose calliope voice startled 
the spectators with fear ; the heavy batting 
of Charles Glenn and Roy Glenn, and the 
tremendous sliding of Frank Glenn. Frank 
slid so far as to fall in the creek, and was 
fished out by Billy McKenna ot the Bee. 
A medal was ordered for Billy by the spec­ 
tators who witnessed his daring act. Man­ 
ley’s heavy batting drew forth applause.

Mr. Hinkson had to 
send and get $2 worth of watermelons to 
quiet them.

Sacra­ 
mento wins again and all tbe Sacramento 
people look for the ball news as soon as the 
stage arrives.

discuss with himself 
what is meant by “ any 
or place of 
entertainment,” and whether 2 grocery 
store with a bar is such a place : whether 
the bar is distinct from the grocery store, 
within the meaning of the law quoted, and 
whether one entering the section set apart 
for groceries enters a “ saloon or place of 
entertainment," or entere only a grocery. 
It is not the purpose to pass in this place 
upon these and other nice distinctions tbat 
can be suggested in view of the law quoted.

HERE’S THE LAW. 
Legal Points that May Em brace Some 
Rattier X ire D istinctions. 
A correspondent asks the R ecord U sio s 
to answer the following questions: 
First—Can a saloon keeper sell beer to a 
person between sixteeu and twenty-one 
years of age? 
Second—Is it lawful to sell beer to a 
child, delivering it in a pail, to be taken to 
the child’s parents, or other parties who 
send the child? 
The correspondent thinks that, whatever 
the law is, it should be posted up in *a 
loons and groceries. 
By an Act of the Legislature, approved 
March 4, 1872, it is made unlawful to “sell 
or give to another under the ace of sixteen 
years, to be by him drauk at the time, any 
beverage or intoxicating drink.” 
It has been held by the Courts in this 
city that beer is an intoxicating drink.

T he assassin wifi need a strong 
guard to protect him from th e hands of 
Fynchers. 
W . 8 . C lendennin, th e w ould be assassin, 
is a rancher in th e valley of Las Viegas, 
above A lpine, w hich consists of 300 acres. 
In th e days of the boom he was considered 
w orth $40,000. 
C lendennin m arried his 
first cousin, and has had, d u rin g eight or 
n in e years of m arried life, considerable 
dom estic trouble. 
T h is culm inated six 
w eeks ago in his wife being granted a d i­ 
vorce in Judge Pierce’s Court. 
T he decree 
gives the wife $300. w hich the husband was 
to pay. 
C lendennin, by the term s of th e 
decree, retained th e ranch, also th e custody 
of the only child of th e ill-assorted union. 
T he child, at th e present w riting is th ought 
to be the cause of th e tragedy, is a boy six 
years old an d a deaf m ute. 
T he inflic­ 
tion 
w hich 
n atu re 
placed 
upon 
the 
innocent lad seem s only to have rendered 
h im dearer to both th e parents’ hearts. 
Mrs. C lendennin was not satisfied w ith the 
decree, and m ade a plea M onday for the 
lu -to d y o f the u n fo rtu n ate boy, an d this 
m orning the case was tried. 
T ae testim ony of w itnesses proved to th e 
Ju d g e’s satisfaction th a t C lendennin was 
not a proper person to have th e custody of 
th e child, and accordingly he m odified the 
term s of th e form er decree and gave the 
boy in to th e custody of th e m other. 
"Judge Pierce spoke kin d ly to Clenden- 
nin, assuring him h e did not th in k he was 
a bad m an, b u t he w ould be com pelled on 
th e evidence to give th e child in to th e cus­ 
tody o f the m other. 
C lendennin. tho u g h h ab itu ally a quiet 
m an, is described as having an uncontrol­ 
lable tem per. 
H e evidently brooded over 
th e th ought of losing his boy, w ith the
